Often lauded by newcomers and too frequently 
dismissed by cynical citizens，the Tight to vote 1 
precious and fundemental. That this right be restricted 


to citizens ls only common sense, eyell as it is feasonable 、 


to purge non-citizens and deceased citizens from 
the voting rolls. 

We do not condone the “mis-enfranchisement” of 
this basic right to non-citizens，nor do we Support 
any. group or individuals who knowingly register non- 
Citizens to vote Moreover，we fully 'appreciate the 
efforts to protect this right and to involve more citizens 
in this crucial political process. 


With all this clearly stated; we add that we deplore 
the recent probe initiated by US Attorney Joseph 
Russoniello to cross-check bilingual ballot users with 
INS naturalization lists. 

Voter fraud -- both intentional and inadvertent 一 
is a reality even as is the need to purge voter lists of 
since-moved or deceased voters. But for Russoniello 
to _assume that such purges should be directed at 
bilingual ballot users is shocking. It is grossly off-base 
to assume that voter fraud is based among bilingual 
ballot users. 


If, as he has stated, he believes such false registrations 


to be based on misinformation, why not simnply improve 
voter education and clearly state on registration cards 
the need for citizenship and guidelines governing 
naturalization2? 'Or， 计 -he truly believes that there 
widespread fraud among registered voters，WwWhy not 


investigate across the board 一 for all registered voterS! 


Russoniello's _ office is。，specifically charged with 
overseeing implementation of a consent decree in effect 
because of previous lack of outreach in language minor- 
rity communities。 Why does he directly attack the 
the very communities ip which yoter registration had 
had historically been low in comparison to the 
populationof registered citizens therein2 


Russoniello's probe 一 even 直 well-intentioned 一 is 
grossly misdirected and completely insensitive to the 
communities at Which it is aimed.

.. .Chinese Americans have 
corme'"a .long way from coolies 
during the Gold Rush days to 
many of today's doctors，scientists， 
engineers, ljawyers and professors.

“INS _ needs 
financial support from federal 
coffers ip order that they can 
provide more effective and timely 
service,” Ochi said， “INS has 
always been the stepchild of the 
federal government.” 

US9S immigration policies should 
be developed within a compre- 
. hensive scope， Ochi said， by 
“understanding the domestic and 


international ramifications of pro- 


posals.” 

She noted the problems of 
fomenting racial tensions dormes- 
tically by recent INS raids directed 
against Mexicans. “Internationally 
it is important for us not to deal 
with the problems of world migra- 
tion from the limited standpoint of 
our immigration and refugee 


policies alone，but instead by 


looking at other major foreign 
policy considerations,”Ochi said. 
The financial or military involve- 
ment of the US in other countries 
often creates an objligation by the 
US to take in refugees, she added. 

Recent cuts in federal aidq to 
Southeast Asian refugees have 
created more immediate prob- 
lems.， Previously refugees were 
eligible to receive aid for 3 years， 
in which time they were to 
become self-sufficient，But since 
April 1, funds are only being paid 
upto 18 months.

The increase in defense spend- 
ing by 19% at the expense of vital 
social Programs is “uncon- 
scienable,，Ochi said, adding that 
“America's economy can maintain 
a Strong defense and at the same 
time provide necessary ”Social 
Services that are consistent with 
humane values in our society and 
that make this country worth de- 
fending.” 

During WWII, Ochi, as a child，

in Arkansas and she maintains 
that Japanese internment is just 
one part of a legacy in US history-. 
“Asians throughout history have at

“Around 75 匈 of our graduates 
are in the Bay Area; the others are 
all over the US.， Thirty-two res- 
taurants have been Opened by our 
students all over the states,”Louie 
Teported.“We get lots of referrals 
to Our program, but were limited 
by the number of slots open，and 
by the fact that all students must 
meet CETA requirements.” 

The program，which is funded

We are here today to mark the 
100th Annmniversary of the enact- 
ment of the Chinese Exclusion 
Act, together With other laws and 
judicial intefpretations ”aimed 
Specifically at excluding 一 让 not 
exterminating 一 the Chinese 位 om 
_the US,，left a permanent Scar im 


the Chinese American commu- 


nity，and comimitted this nation， 
in .direct contradiction to the 
Spirit and the jletter of the US 
constitution， to a policy of 
Tacial discrimination. It also 
thereby severely undermined and 
discredited ouUr diplomatic rela- 
tions WwWith and policies toward 
China and in” the twentieth 
century， other Third World 
nations. 

The act singled out the Chinese 
by race for exclusion and 
rendered the predominantly male 
Chinese.population already in the 
US，numbering about 105,000， 
ineligible for naturalization。 The 
act further set forth “provisions 
for re-entry ,byiace for those 
Tesidents ip the US before 
November 17，1880 and for 
admission of holders of section 
Six Certificates，Imostly merchants 
and students， better known as the 
“exempt class ， 

However， subsequent “laws， 
especially the Scott Act of 1888， 
invalidated Some 20;000 re-entry 
permits issued under sections 4 
and 3 of the Chinese Exclusion

Amend- 
ments and regulations Were also 
added to restrict，harass- and 
indeed humiliate the exempt class 
and to impose Severe hardship on 
Tesident Chinese. These included 
the requiring of all resldent 
Chinese to obtain certificates of 
residence， placing , on ”Chinese 
apprehended in deportation Pro- 
ceedings the burden of establi- 
shing their ljawful right to remain 
in the US and priobibiting bail in 
habeas corpus proceedings to 
Chinese_ persons who had been 
denied privilege of landing in the 
US. 

Border Patrols and the Angel 
Islamd Detention Station Were two 
of the better known government 
institutions established at the 
beginning of the 20th century 
to enforce the Chinese exclusion 
lawS.

lt ismnot possibjle to summarize 
all the federal ljaws enacted against 
the Chinese between 1882 and 
1965. We have yet to come UPp 
with a full appraisal of the impact 


of these discriminatory laws on 
the development of the Chinese 
community. Even 
though most of the overtly Tacist 
immigration laws against the 
Chinese Were Tepealed, reluctant- 
ly, during the height of World War 
II .and lawful Chinese residents 
Were made eligible for naturaliza- 
tion ,the Repeal Act of 1943, a 
war-time gamit， whbile 让 may 
have successfully massaged Chiang 
Kaishek's ego，failed totally to 
rectify the injustice done to the 
Chinese in the US . 

The meageI quota of 105 
allotted to the Chinese and the 
legal barriers，such as proof of 
lawful entry ,into the US and 
tests of English-language” ”Profi- 
ciency and knowledge of US 
history and constitution，conti- 
iued ,to curtail Chinese American 
family reunionm and to disenfran- 
chise Chinese iD the US. Only 
slowly_and painfully were Some 
Chinese families reunited under 
the war'brides act，refugees and 
displaced Persons acts,， .arnd the 
immigration and nationality acts 
of 1992 and 1965. 

HOSTIILE 

Unfortunately these small gains 
Were negated by repeated allega- 
tions made by INS and the US 
State Dept. that over 8092 of the 
Chinese in the US were 训 egal 
aliens. “Federal grand juries 
throughout the 1930:S were Used 
toinvestigate,hafrass andapprehend 
thousands of Chinese Americans 
and ahumiliating amnesty 


Was Used to entice their coopera- 
tion. Contrary to Bopular belief， 
the act of 1963 fell far short of 
fuly- restoring the human Tights 
of Chinese Americans: “The 


hostile， abnormal ielations 
between China and the US until 
January 1， 1979 “prevented 
thousands of Chinese American 
families fom establishing 
contact, Inuch less being reunited 
with their families; SubscTiption of 
certain preferential quotas are still 
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frustrating or delaying family 
ieunions.，Eor many damilies， 
the dream of eventual Teunion 
W 记 never be iealized because of 
deaths in the family or permanent 
loss of contact among family 
Imembers. 

In short, the legacy of the 100- 

year old Chinese Exclusion Act 
still lives today and we must 
Wonder 证 this shameful chapter 训 
American history will ever cofme 
to end. 
There are indeed clear and 
disturbing Signs that this chapter 
Imay neverT reach ahappy ending- 
The economic crisis of the 1870s 
that aroused racist sentiment 
against the Chinese,，that sharply 
divided the American working 
class” by Tace，that Permitted 
politicians to 
exploit Tacist Sentiment by scape- 
goating the Chinese as the SoOUrce 
of high unemployment and 
economic 刘 s$， and that Pre- 
cipitated the Chinese Exclusion 
Act of 1882 seems to have Tie- 
turned to haunt us since the， 
decade of the 1970s. 

Chronically high rates of 
inflation and unemployment，of 
interest and business failures, and 
of crime and social instability as 
well as a growing national sense of 
vulnerability and insecurity have 
since the 1970s, prompted a rise 
of the Same Tacist Sentiment 
of 1870s. 

It would be a mistake to 
dismiss recent KKK activities 
against blacks from Contra Costa 
County to Baltimore, and against 
Chinese 也 Monterey Park and 
in TIexas, as isolated 
incidents perpetuated by a few 
irresponsible extreimists. 

SYSTEMATIC 

Racisnmiappears in many forms: 
denying “Chinese-speaking and 
Spanish-speaking citizens access to 
the electoral ”process， treating 
Haitian and Salvadorian refugees 
as criminals, dismantling the civil 
Tights gains of the 1960s and 
imassive transfer of income 位 om 
the .poor ,to _ the Tch are all 
insidious forms of racism. The 
Systematic and ， intensifying 
campaigns against the So-called 
jllegal alliens since the Nixon era 
TIemind us of the antiChinese 
agitation throughout the US 记 
the decade before the Chinese 
Exclusion Law was enacted. No 
one ,iealy knows how tnany 
undocumented workers there are 
ip the US just as no _ one knew 
exactly the number of Chinese in 
the US. 

In the”d 1870s，Chinese held 
only jobs rejected by whites as 
being too lowly and low=paying ， 
yet Were accused .of taking jobs 
away from whites. Similarly,，the 
undocumented workers, especially 
those from Mexico, but not those 
from Canada, Poland and Ireland， 
have been charged with stealing 
liigh-paying jobs from American 
citizens. The “Operationm Jobs”- 
instigated by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service against 
Mexican mnationals .in an attempt 
to blame them for the ten million 
Americans now unemployed is Ta- 
cist and acruel hoax on unem- 
ployed worKers. 

In fact, since- Nixon'?s time, the 
periodic estimated numbers of i- 
legal aliens seem to have come 
directly from the US Bureau of 
Labor Statistics” figures of unem- 
ployed Americans. Are these、， 
campaigns ， against 训 egal aliens 
and resurgence of Tacist sentiment 
preludes to a new 1982 exclusion 
law? 
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Chinese Librarians Discuss 
Affirmative Action,， Research

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
Chinese ， Librarians Association 
held its spring program on Apri 

24，at the auditorium of the 
Chinatown Branch Library in SF. 
The two part Program began 
with guest speaker，Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，who reported 
on the current developments of 
affirmative action in 1982. 

Affirmative action，a Program 
developed to _ correct inequalities 
existing in all aspects of society，is 
Progressing backward rather than 
forward under the present Reagan 
Administration， Der reported. 

DESPAIR 

Der said that a “sense of despair 
and gloom,.,At no other time in 
the history of the civil rights 
Imovement have we had a presi- 
dential administration that has 
not only neglected the needs and 
concerns of ethnic minorities and 
women in our country，but that 
has flagrantly made efforts to 
undo the many civil rights gains 
thathave been achieved in the last 
two decades.” 

He cited situations _ from the 
current administration， clearly 
indicating eftorts to _ undo the 
gains of affirmative action , 

“The chairman of the US Senate 
subcommittee on civil and consti- 
tutional rights，which has the 
responsibility to reveal all key civil 
Tights legislations that go before 
the US Senate, has jintroduced an 


amendment to ban the use of 
affirmative action in any program 
instituted by either a public 
agency OF private agency,，” Der 
reported. The Chinese commun- 
ity and all other minority com- 
munities have “hands full in 
monitoring” the hundreds of 
“anti-affirmative ， action， anti- 
civil rights，and _ administrative 
actions by the Reagan Adminis- 
tration.” 

“Having painted a -bleak and 
gloomy picture,”Der continued， 
it is not a situation of total 
despair _ because， certainljy， in 
meeting these civil rights chal- 
lenges，the Chinese community， 
along with other minority 
communities，have gained a sense 
of greater strength and deter- 
mination to resist and 世 ght these 
eftorts that will undermine equal 
employment opportunity for us 
and friends in the comimunity.” 

DOCUMENTATION 

He concluded that in spite of 
the lack oft interest from the 
presidential administration in the 
area'” of “employment dis- 
crimination， afftirmative action 
groups _ like Chinese for Affir- 
mative Action and others，have 
not hesitated in assisting indivi- 
duals to fight discrimination 
CaseS.” 

“It is not our interest to tolerate 
discrimination .. .it is our civil res- 
ponsibility to speak out against al 
forms of racial discrimination， 
Discrimination knows no bounds. 
Itvcan hit anyone of us,” 了 Der

Pioneering Law Caucus 
Celebrates 10th Anniversary 


In developing a working philos- 
ophy, the ALC looked to several 
Imnodels for inspiration and incor- 
Porated elements of each to meet 
the unique needs of the Asian 
community . 

The first model was that of le- 
gal aid. “Ninety percent of legal 
aid practice deals in problems of 
SUIVival 一 and this translates into: 
bandaids,， said Tamaki, a legal aid 
attorney for three years.“Band-

The Caucus also looked to the 
American Civil Liberties Union， 
but found thatsits focus on first 
amendment constitutional Tights 
Was 3 Weakness 3S8 well as a 
strength，because it did not allow 
the organization to address speci- 
fic problems of the _ community， 
Public Advocates，whose aim is 
“to _ transfer power and wealth 
fom the rich to the poor;”was 
also examined but found to lack 
grassroots community ties. Final- 
]y，ALC looked at the work of 
Skill litigators, trial ljawyers like 下 . 
Lee Bailey. “IThey do an excel- 
lent job, but once the case is over， 
they Te gone,” Iamaki comment- 
ed. 

After examining the models， 
caucus members knew they would 
need to forge their Own which 
Would emphasize cases having an 
imnpact on the Asian community 
in the long run. Such cases, the at- 
torneys found, were not necessari- 
ly those leading to changes ip laws 
or in the enforcement of laws, but 
those Which .would promote the 
continuing activism of community 
people. The ALC took this ap- 
proach， Tamaki explained，be- 
cause“many, 让 not most, of the 
Ultimate problems of poor people 
are niot legal 一 they're political.” 

“These Problems often require 
the people themselves to continu- 
ally put pressure on the govern- 
ment, the employer，or the land- 
lord in order to be effective,”he 
added.
